Heavy Italian guns and a large 
quantity of war materials were 
dumped into a ravine to prevent 
capture by the Greeks, one source 
said.

BRITISH A IR M EN 
OVERSHOT MARK. 
LONDON ASSERTS 


Large Fire Started In Naziism Shrine 
As Warplanes Also Hit Objectives 
In Italy; Railways Attacked 


By The Aeeoelated Press 
LONDON, Nov. 9 — A stick of British bombs overshot Its 
mark and hit the famous beer cellar where Adolf Hitler spoke 
at Munich last night and started a largo fire, the British Presa 
association said today. 
The air ministry said Munich, as well aa military objectives 
in northern Italy were raided. 
An air ministry announcement reported “ military objee* 
fives” in the birthplace city of National Socialism were attacked 
heavily at the time Hitler was addressing a rally of the Nazi old 
guard, and the press association said one salvo of explosivea 
missed the target and hit the beer cellar. 
The British bombers flew more than 600 miles and reached Munich 
before 9 p. rn. (3 p. rn., Bast Liverpool tim e), the air ministry said, and 
dropped bombs for more than aa hour 
• 
Railways which run through the center of the city, were reported 
particular objectives. 
(The National Broadcasting Co. in New York had been advised 
that H itler would speak a t the rally from I *0 p. rn. to » p. rn., yea- 
terday. The broadcast later was postponed to 8 p. rn., then was canceled). 
"It is learned that military objectives a t Munich were bombed 
heavily during leat night’s R.A.F. attack* on Germany," the air m inistry 
reported.

Communications objectives else­ 
where in Germany and industrial 
sections of Italy were said to 
have been bombed in the over­ 
night raids.

Nazis Insist British Bombs Fell

(The British Press anociation 
said, "It can quite be easily Imag­ 
ined that those assembled in the 
beer hall to listen to H ltlsr were 
undoubtedly disturbed.’’) 
Munich Takes To Caver

shelter In their cellars during the 
raid. 
Surrounded by the N ail party's 
"old guard". H itler declared in 
his stormy speech th at Germaa 
production capacity Is the highest 
In the world and that th* German 
army, the "best military instru­ 
ment of the world, la uninterrupt­ 
edly trained and Improved." 
He promised certain victory for 
the reich in the war. 
The exact time of the raid wa* 
not announced and the movements 
of the fuehrer and other party toad. 
era after the rally likewise were 
not made known. 
Germans Say Little Damage Done 
German sources said, however, 
that little damage resulted from 
the bombing of Munich. 
They ad­ 
mitted the British attacks also had 
extended to Stuttgart. 
Germans, who attributed to Brit­ 
ish agents a bomb explosion in the 
Buergerbrau hall a year ago, on the 
occasion (rf H itler’s address to the 
16th anni v en ery of the putsch. 
were quick to couple last night’s 
raid with the party function. 
In a raid on Munich several 
months ago, German sources said 
bombs fell in a peril. 
Nsxls were little Inclined to em­ 
phasize the British punctuation to

source referred to the last year's 
bomb explosion, which occurred ll 
minutes after H ttler had left the 
ball, and said “it is noteworthy 
that the British have such a great 
interest lit our party affairs."

. Except for the difficulty of the 
Paris office In making Its regular

It bas only 368 graves, In which

lives during American fighting in 
Belgium. 
Although thoughts of the “Un­ 
known Soldier” always bring to 
mind the “Unknown” who Is bur­ 
led in Arlington, there are 1,643 
"unknown soldiers” In the Ameri­ 
can cemeteries of Europe, burled 
In unidentified graves with only 
this m arker: “Here rests In hon­ 
ored glory an American aoldler 
known but to God.”

A LINE OF NO CHANGE runs 
through Boston, and north of Cleve­ 
land and Milwaukee. South of this 
line the land is slowly sinking. 
AS FAR SOUTH as California 
the land is sinking at a rate of 2 
or 3 inches a century. 
“The causes of the rise In sea 
level,” Dr. Gutenberg said today, 
“are entirely differently from that 
for the rest of the phenomena. The 
sea level 
rise may 
be due to 
change* in the ocean floor, melting 
ice and sediment carried down by 
rivers. 
"Th# Hudson bay-Great I.ake* 
area and that around the Gulf of 
Bothnia in Scandinavia were the 
scenes of heavy glacial deposits 
during the Ice age. 
As the ice 
melted, the land under*it began to 
rise and there was a maximum up­ 
lift of 1.000 feet during the last 10,- 
000 years, 3 foet In the last cen­ 
tury. 
“Just as the land south of the 
Boston-Cleveland Milwaukee line Is 
sinking, so is that along the south­ 
ern part of the Baltic sea. This Is 
due to a sub-crustal flow.” 
Dr. Gutenberg explained that the 
earth ’s crust rests on a sort of 
fluid 
cushion. 
When 
weight 
Is 
lifted from one place, that area 
rises. 
Fluid flows in from sur­ 
rounding areas. lowering them. 
“A further maximum rise, of 70 
feet in the two glacial areas is to 
be expected, but it will come pro­ 
gressively slower,” he said. 
"The Information obtained In this 
study Is Important because It gives 
us an Idea how fast movements 
inside the earth occur.

We saw th at the people w ere being educated to 
asking why and what for. W e had no m eans of pro­ 
ducing statistics, like the polls, to support our wrong 
guesses In advance. Nor could we find any reason for 
so doing when all the public had to do was to wait 
aw hile and see for them selves why our wrong 
guesses w ere wrong. Then again the polls com­ 
menced m aking right guesses quite often and we con­ 
sidered this m ost inconsistent and confusing.

O we w ithdrew as a public wrong guesser. Now we 
ju st m ake 
what yon m ight call m ind w rongers. 
We m ake them to ourself and for our own enjoy­ 
ment. never divulging them to the masse*. 
You would be surprised how expertly we can atli! 
guess ’em wrong, even sub rosa. However, we did not 
intend thia treatise a* a recounting of our own per­ 
sonal exploits as a wrong guesser. They w ere in the 
record. They are history. Let history speak for us 
while we get hack to advising the new recruits 
among the wrong guessers. 
In a ra se involving Individual*. such a* an elec­ 
tion. we had one fixed rule as a wrong guesser. We 
changed the subject, T hat is, we changed the subject 
as soon as It wa* definitely established th at our 
guess was wrong. 
On prizefights and baseball and football frames and 
horse races and the fate of new plays and things 
like that. we m ight argue and alibi our w rong guess 
after It was Droved wrong. But never political Issues. 
We changed the subject. 
W hen our loving friends cam e around w ith their 
reproachful glances and th eir o-hos and ah-hahs to 
remind uh of a wrong guess on an election, we did 
not get sore a t them and debate the resnK and pre* 
dict d ire happenings to com e W e changed the sub­ 
ject.
